Prance With A Mask 


/^LEMENCEAU, in his recent tour of 


. Vx this country, discussed alliances with 
barbarians and the lofty ideals which are 
actuating France in its present dealings 
with -world European problems. How 
well the promises of the spokesman of 
IVance agree with what the spokesman 
of France ACTUALLY DO is illustrated 
in the following- statements. 


In speaking to the Armenian 
Intel- 


lectual Union oh Nov. 1, 1918, Clemen- 
ccau said; 


The Armenian populations may rest assured 


t&at the Government of tho Republic w-]I be 
glad to continue to give its full support in or- 
der to prevent the renewal of the massacres o£ 


' -which they have been the victims and to per- 


mit them to be liberated from the Ottoman 
-yoke. 


When, in January, 1917, President 


Wilson interrogated the allies, in \the 
name of the United States, as to their 
aims in the war, the allies, among other 
statements, replied: 


The liberation of the peoples who now lie be- 


neath the murderous tyranny of the Turks and 
the expulsion from Europe of the Ottoman 
Empire which has proved itself so utterly alien 
to •western civilization. 


On June 17, 1919, the allied council 


§ent a memorandum to the Turkish gov- 
ernment, signed 'by Georges Clemencoau, 
as follows: 


Now the Council is anxious not to enter into 


unnecessary controversy or to inflict needless 
pain on your Excellence and the delegates who 
accompany you. It wishes well to the Turkish 
people and admires their excellent qualities. 
But it cannot admit that among those qualities 
arc to be counted capacity to rule over alien 
races. The experiment has been tried too long 
and too often for there to be the least doubt, as 
to the resui-. History tells us of many Turkish 
successes and many Turkish defeats—oC many 
nations 
conquered 
and 
nations freed! 
Thy 


memorandum itself refers to the reductions 
that have taken place in the territories recently 
under Ottorian sovereignty. 
Yet in all these 


changes there is no case to be found, either in 
Kurope or in Africa, in which the establishment 
of Turkish nile in any Country has not been 
followed by a diminution of material prosperity 
and a fall in the level of culture. Nor is there 
any case to be found in which the withdrawal 
o£ the Turkish rule has not been followed by a 
growth in the material prosperity and a i-isr 
in the level of culture. 


Neither among the Christians of Europe nor 


among the Moslems of Syria, Arabia, and Af- 
rica has tho Turk done other than dcstruy 
•wherever he has conquered. Never 
has 
he 


•hown himself able to develop in peace what 
he has won by war. 
Nor in this direction do 


•his talents lie. 


The obvious conclusions from 
these 
facts 


seem to bo that since Turkey has, without the 
•least.excusa or provocation, deliberately attack- 
ed the Entente powers and has been defeated, 
she has thrown upon the victors tho heavy duty 
of determining tho destiny of the various pop- 
ulations Jn her heterogeneous Empire. 


And now comes 
France Without A Mask 


When France saw that her imperialis- 


tic interests could be served by secretly 
dealing with the Turks shn immediately 
began to maneuver to extend her influ- 
ence in the near east by working with 
the Turk. Small wonder that a person 
who had the temerity to ask Ckmenceau, 
J7i his recent New York speech, about the 
French-Turko treaty was quickly thrown 
out of the hall. 


France 
signed secretly a 
separate 


treaty with Kemal Fash* (the Bouillon- 
Kemal Angora treaty) and gave diplo- 
matic and material help to the Turks for 
the purpose of destroying the Greek ar- 
my, the only civilized barrier that stood 
between 
the 
helpless 
non-combatant 


Christians of Asia Minor and their com- 
plete annihilation by the Turks.

THE ONE BUCK LAW 


[To the Editor]—In a recent issue'of-.The 


Capital Times, was an '-item headed: "Closed 
Season on Deer May Be New Law." 
Such pro- 


posals are being made at regular intervals, but 
the "new law" does'not seem to materialize. 


The gist of the above mentioned article was, 


that deer are fast'disappearing from Wiscon- 
sin, and that some counties favor a closed sea- 
son for five years, and others for at least two 
or three. About 3000 1>uck deer were killed in 
lf!22, which is about half of last year's kill. 
In view of these statistics, many 
sportsmen 


recommend a later deer season, when there 
will be an assurance of snow', which would 
prevent illegal 
transportation of. does 
and 


fawns by automobiles. 


Another 
recommendation is to raise the 


hunting license fee, from $1 to $1.50. Any- 
body that is interested in hunting as a sport 
would not object to this increase, provided it 
was used for the betterment of hunting con- 
ditions, as regards protection to game. 
News- 


paper articles, single suggestion from widely 
scattered representatives of the hunting class- 
es, or petitions, signed by a scant per centage 
of tho hunting forces of the state, will never 
avail the people anything. 
Something must be 


done, that will make it a state issue, and the 
Hunters must be given a fair chance to express 
themselves on the subject and decide the mat- 
ter. , 


In spite of the rumored report that three 


quarters of the hunters of the state favor the 
one buck law, I maintain that it should BE 
REPEALED. 


It is uncertain whether it is indifference, or 


selfishness, or plain stubbumess that will allow 
any sane 'hunters to regard tho one buck law 
as an improvement in legislation governing 
hunting. The one buck law is doing niore to 
deplete the supply of deer in-Wisconsin than 
nil the illegal hunting, and otfter factions put 
together.
